*Strings split stands evenly. If odd number of stands, favor second part. 

• When split within parts 1 and 2 (Rehearsal [ I ]), divide the stand. Stand mates will play different parts; player closest to 
audience will play top part. 

Dynamics are marked thoroughly for reading, but become non-negotiable at Rehearsal [ C ] . The goal of this section is to achieve 
smooth phasing. 

Rehearsal [ F ] through Rehearsal [ I ] should execute metric modulation with the two related times taking turns being prominent. 
The articulations should make this occur naturally but performers should be aware to deter a simple 2 over 3 feel. 

Accidentals carry through measure in the octave. 

Accents on grace notes indicate being on the beat rather than before.
